Like everything planned and under- 
taken by the Knights of Colambus the 
Commission went about its work in a 
thorough manner. They understood 
exactly the purpose of their plan. It 
was not to usurp the defense of the 
Church from those whose authority 
and duty it was to lead in that de- 
fense.

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


A Peron WHICH OTHER CHURCHES COULD 
| LEARN FROM THE CATHOLIC. 

The Catholic Church is not in politics, but even if she 
were, she would be.no worse than the Protestant churches, 
who, at conventions, conferences, district meetings, ete., 
seem to find it of first importance to issue a warning against 
the election of this or that canfidate for office. 

It is customary forthe Catholic Hierarchy to meet int 
Washington in September of eath year, and not on a single 
occasion has a discussion of a political nature ever taken 
place at one of these meetings. This year the meeting has 
been postponed until after the November election so that 
suspicious people may not charge the body of Bishops with 
sinister motives. A few months ago the editors of all the 
Catholic papers and magazines in the United States met in 
New York, in the very home of Al Smith, and not only was 
there ho consideration given to his candidacy, but it was 
agreed that all the Catholic publications should. scrupu- 
lously abstain from promoting partisan politics.
